15 Questions with EC Theatre 
Company’ s Nathanael Fisher 


Continuing our tie-in with The 
Beachcomber’s 15th anniversary in 
August. This issue, the spotlight shines on 
Nathanael Fisher from Emerald Coast 
Theatre Company. 


1. Where do you currently call home? 
Santa Rosa Beach—about a block from 
the bay, where you can hear the dolphins 
fishing for dinner every now and then. 


2. When did you get started in theater? 
My first part I ever had was Farmer 
McGregor in a children’s production of 
Peter Rabbit. | planted my garden and 
sang, If all the raindrops were lemon 
drops and gum drops... While I was 
singing, the poster board clouds above 
me started dropping their glued-on lemon 
drops and gumdrops. It might have been 
a sign from God or a crazy coincidence, 
but I guess somewhere in my three-year- 
old heart I took it as a sign. 


3. What’s new with Emerald Coast 
Theatre Company? 

We’ve been growing so fast since 
October of 2012 that we are focusing on 
sustainability in our educational and 
professional programs. 


4. What prompted you to start a new 
theater group in Beachcomberland? 
Did you feel there was something 
lacking here? 

My wife, Anna (Ogle) Fisher, was born in 
Destin. This is home. We saw a need for 
elementary and middle school theater 
education, and as the company grew, 
we felt like ECTC could contribute to 
the already thriving theater community 
by offering another kind of theater 
experience for adults. 


5. You recently hosted a singing 
competition. What other non-theater 
events do you have planned? 

If you’ve been to our Lip Sync Battle 
fundraiser, there is no doubt that it is 
theatrical though not theater. Other 
performance-based non-theater events 
we have done are our Storytime Theatre 
performances at ArtsQuest and the 
Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation’s Bluegrass 
at the Beach. We also will be doing street 
theater for the Pirate of the High Seas 
Festival in Panama City Beach, and look 
for some carolers this holiday season. 
Last year you might have seen them at 
Pier Park, Grand Boulevard, the Village 
of Baytowne Wharf and HarborWalk 
Village. 


6. What’s the biggest misconception 
about live theater? 

Probably that it is just entertainment. 
There is something magical about the 
artist and audience breathing the same 


air, experiencing the same thing within 
the same moment. Honest, heartfelt 
acting is cathartic, as Aristotle said. 
When we see a person living truthfully 
on stage, we see the world through that 
character’s eyes. Suddenly we are no 
longer one person individually, we are 
people in a community that thrives on 
relationships. 


7. How are you planning to spend 
Fourth of July? 

I will be in Sapphire Valley, North 
Carolina, halfway up a mountain 
probably lying on the floor getting 
tackled by my twin nine-year-old girls 
Mia and Bella and Zoe, who is three. 
Zoe will lay on the “love pats” the 
hardest—that three-year-old doesn’t 
know her own strength. After that, wel 
have ice cream—Mia chocolate mint, 
Bella raspberry cheesecake, and Zoe... 
anything purple if we can find it. Anna 
will be there reading her book in peace 
on the porch warning us to “stop or 
someone will get hurt” and reminding 
us that we will be required to eat healthy 
at dinner. 


8. You’re putting on “family comedy 
improv” shows this summer at 
HarborWalk Village. How’s that going? 
That show is fun and funny! It’s so 
great to see how the audience enjoys 
giving the performers suggestions and 
then laughing at the creative way those 
suggestions are used in the audience. 
It really is great for young and old. 
Jennifer posted this review on our 
Facebook page: Absolutely hilarious! So 
much fun! Extremely glad we were able 
to see the show this evening! I would 


watch it weekly if able! Laughter is the 
best medicine and these guys definitely 
provided that! 


9. What was the last stage production 
you attended—local or otherwise— 
that you really loved? 

This past January, I had the privilege 
to adjudicate directing for District 
One Thespians. It was a scene from 
The Elephant Man. The director had 
motivated blocking and movement 
on stage. The student actors were 
emotionally connected to each other, 
honestly listening and responding to 
each other in the heartfelt scene. It was 
a beautiful moment on stage. 


10. Who are some of the people that 
inspired you? 

Gil Elvgren is one of my mentors. 
He always said that if you want to do 
theater, you must master more than 
one craft of theater. Sam Shepard is my 
favorite playwright. His work is inspiring 
because I feel he has an amazing 
understanding of human nature. My late 
Aunt Vanessa is always an inspiration 
to me. She didn’t care who you were, 
where you came from, or what you’ve 
done—you were loved by Vanessa. 


11. What are some of your favorite 
Beachcomberland places to eat, drink, 
shop? 

Anna and I love to go to Vin-tij (in 
Miramar Beach) when we want to treat 
ourselves—always delicious. Our favorite 
lunch place is Dewey Destin’s on the 
harbor—they just do fresh fish right. 
If we can share the love of our children 
with a babysitter or family, we enjoy 
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sneaking up to Tommy Bahama’s happy 
hour—did you know they spank the 
basil for the grapefruit-basil martini? 
Shopping—Grand Boulevard for us, but 
we usually find ourselves at various thrift 
shops looking for props and costumes. 


12. Do you still have a dedicated 
performance location? 

We do not have a dedicated performance 
location. Grand Boulevard and the 
Market Shops have generously allowed 
us to use their empty space. If someone 
is interested in helping us find a home, 
we would love the input. 


13. ECTC is pretty active on social 
media. Do you have someone handling 
that for you? 

I handle most of the social media, but I 
have a wonderful board and some great 
instructors that also contribute here 
and there. 


14. What’s in store for ECTC in 2017? 
In October, we will be five years old. 
The community has received ECTC 
with open arms, and the growth since 
the beginning has been exponential. I 
hope 2017 will bring a home for ECTC 
sO we can serve our community even 
better with higher production values 
and services that continue to meet the 
needs of home. 


15. The Beachcomber’s 15th 
anniversary is coming up in August. 
How are you planning to celebrate this 
momentous occasion? 

I will celebrate by taking 15 Beachcombers 
and handing them to 15 different people 
and asking them to read it and pass it on.

eet the (Not-So) New Guys 


BT Turner 


Tanner Gray

We are home to many musicians, each with a story 
to tell and a unique history with the region. Todd 
Sparks, BT Turner and Tanner Gray—three solo 
musicians playing around Beachcomberland—are 
each are working towards finding a balance between 
their aspirations as original artists and being 
regularly gigging musicians. 


“I was enamored with him,” says Sparks of his pianist 
uncle who helped color Sparks’ desire to become a 
musician. “He was playing piano bars in New York 
City and would come down on vacation to see the 
family on Christmas and what have you. He gave me 
the bug initially.” 


Sparks began on the drums, before finding his way 
to playing guitar in high school bands. In his 20s, 
he visited his father in Panama City and picked upa 
few gigs during his stay. That led him to become the 
house act at the popular beach restaurant Pineapple 
Willy’s. “I never really thought about moving to the 
Gulf Coast. I was playing around Birmingham and 
Atlanta, and I was working in Nashville. It was just 
kind of fortuitous, and I think the fates wanted me 
to live on the Gulf Coast.“ 


Splitting his time between his house gig and touring, 
his priorities later shifted to family. “I would work 
at Pineapple Willy’s six months a year, and then I 
would go on the road six months,” says Sparks. “I got 
married and had a child. Of course, when you havea 
child, going on the road for 150 days out of the year

is not necessarily that great. I needed to get off the 
road, and I did. I opened a little business and stayed 
close to home playing private parties and what have 
you. And raised my son.” 


In recent years, Sparks has fully emerged from his 
semi-musical retirement. He has written new music 
and has a new house gig at The Beach House in 
Sandestin. He calls his sound “songwriter meets 
Gulf Coast,” and his upcoming album will include 
a guest appearance from Jimmy Buffett’s Coral 
Reefer Band. 


Sparks has plans to hit the studio in September 
and release new music before the end of the year. A 
100-day tour of the East Coast will follow. 


BT Turner is a recent transplant from Jacksonville 
who’s called this area home for seven months. 
Turner’s boisterous laugh leads the way as he talks 
about his unconventional path as a musician. “I 
was a theater nerd in high school,” he says. “I went 
that route. I tried college theater, standup comedy 
and all that, and then fell into the DJ thing. It was 
still a way for me to be on the microphone and 
entertain. When that got a little boring, I learned 
how to play guitar. It’s a way to do the theater and 
the comedy and engage the crowd. I just do it with 
the guitar.” 


After playing for nearly 20 years in and around 
Jacksonville, Turner felt it was time for a change of 
scenery. He’d visited the Emerald Coast before and 
was struck by the relaxed vibe.

“I moved out to this area to do what I’m doing—to 
play music in the kind of atmosphere and the kind of 
vibe that is here. I’m happy this is the area I chose, 
because it’s the perfect fit.” Turner credits the move 
for reigniting his passion for performing, “I’m so 
grateful that I came out here.” 


Turner’s performance style is a mixture of covers, 
originals, and song parodies. “Some of the covers are 
very familiar, and I call them ‘sing-a-long-able,’ and 
some of them are more obscure. Trop rock, country, 
variety—I’ll do anything.” 


Tanner Gray, the youngest of the three, gigged here 
the last couple years during college breaks. He 
considers this his current hometown while describing 
himself as a “semi-local.” Having graduated, Gray 
prefers to play in a band, and his last project the 
Peddlers was instrumental in his recent full-length 
album of the same name. 


He’s played guitar since he was 10, and his first gig 
was an unlikely selection of heavy songs during a 
beauty pageant. Gray isn’t sure where he will land, 
but one thing is certain for the young performer.

Dining with Bruce Collier 


Trebeache — 


A Place to Relax 
and Savor on 30A 


Trebeache (pronounced tray-BEE-chay, 
I made it a point to ask) has been open 
since the early part of this year, and my 
family and I finally got around to visiting 
for dinner on a recent weeknight. 
The restaurant is in a large building 
in Redfish Village, there’s plenty of 
parking in the area, and you can sit 
outside under umbrellas, or inside. We 
sat inside. 


I like Redfish Village for the same reason 
I have always liked Alys Beach. It seems 
just a little quieter, a little more peaceful 
and tucked away than other parts of 
SoWal. Dining there can truly be a 
relaxing experience. With an active and 
daily more verbal 5-year-old daughter 
(Grace, the Tiny Diner), this is a great 
blessing. 


Inside it’s cool and clubby, with wood 
panels, area lighting, and a soothing 
color scheme of beige, brown and bronze 
tones. The old-fashioned saloon-style 
bar gleams with rows of bottles, and the 
walls are hung with colorful, textured 
paintings. TD, advised to be on her best 
behavior, immediately calmed down and 
responded to the greeting of our server 
(Courtney) with a gentle politeness that 
made Mommy and Daddy proud. 


Trebeache serves both lunch and 
dinner. The dinner menu offers a 
selection of raw bar items, sizzling 
oysters, soups, hot appetizers, salads, 
fish and shellfish, steaks, and house 
specialties. There are daily specials. 


Wine, beer and cocktails get their own 
menus, and I started off with an Old 


Fashioned, made with Bulleit rye and 
garnished with a Luxardo cherry. I am 
not a frequent drinker of cocktails— 
beyond an occasional gin martini—but 
lately I’ve been reading up on the 
classics. Trebeache gave me a chance 
to start some field research. 


My drink was cooled (not diluted) by a 
single thick chunk of ice, with a slice 
of orange zest and a boozy little cherry 
free-floating at the bottom of the glass. 
It’s spicy, slightly fruity with a mature 
sweetness. I stopped at one, but could 
easily have absorbed two. 


The starter menu offers oysters in 
the shell, or in “sizzling” variations 
with pecorino and champagne butter, 
garlic, lemon and wine cream, or crisp 
pork belly. There’s also seafood salad, 
Thai beef salad, poached shrimp, 
chilled smoked sea scallop, blue crab 
in bouillabaisse broth, buffalo frog 
legs, broiled cauliflower steak with 
St. Andre, and a crispy duck lettuce 
wrap. Soups include shrimp and crab 
gumbo and crab bisque, and there are 
salads with marinated pears or fried 
oysters. Choosing an appetizer was 
tough, even with an Old Fashioned 
for support. 


Love won—my wife and I both love 
duck. You get a share-sized portion, leg 
and breast, perfectly cooked, juicy and 
lush without being fatty. In addition 
to the lettuce wrap, there’s shredded 
mirliton slaw and a pepper dipping 
sauce. We tried to get TD to appreciate 
duck in Paris last fall, with no success. 
Trebeache succeeded. 


I decided on one of the specials— 
pompano—for my main course, because 
I find it impossible not to order pompano 
when I see it on a menu. My wife ordered 
the 16-ounce New York strip steak. My 
fish came sizzling from the pan, with 
crisp potatoes (Brabant-style, I think), 
baby bok choy (one of the world’s 
great vegetables) and a light browned 
Hollandaise. A perfect plate of food. The 
steak was cooked as ordered, juicy and 
flavorful, with a savory potato gratin 
and asparagus. Half went home for my 
wife’s next-day lunch. TD enjoyed her 
fried chicken, but I think she could have 
polished off another order of duck. 


Other entree choices are seared sea 
scallops with cabbage and mushrooms, 
potato-wrapped grouper with 
mushrooms and capers, sizzling redfish 
on the half shell (served similarly to 
the pompano), pressed chicken with 
house-made pappardelle pasta, carrots 
and parsnips, house-made gnocchi 
with lobster in sage brown butter, and 
a tenderloin filet with onion rings and 
blistered Brussels sprouts. 


Dessert is usually an easy choice for 
us, but Trebeache complicated things 
by offering both a pistachio creme 
brulee and a strawberry glacage. We 
got both. TD appropriated the glacage, 
a flaky pastry with strawberries, cream, 
and slightly crunchy crust that we all 
took a stab at. It manages to be both 
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homey and elegant. The creme brulee 
was just plain outstanding—crunchy, 
creamy, nutty and garnished with a 
pair of sugar-dusted biscotti. They also 
have a salted caramel bread pudding 
sundae and chocolate crepe. I wonder 
how they’d go with an Old Fashioned? 


Trebeache needs to stick around, in or 
out of season. Go.

Beer Run for the B

You know how it is. One minute you're 
chatting about an out-of-town place, 
and the next, you’re on the road. Or 
maybe it’s just us. Anyway, after we 
got to talking with some folks about 
the Flora-Bama Lounge, we realized 
it had been way too long since we’d 
been there. 


Monikers like “redneck” and “dive” 
make our local tourist officials cringe. 
But the 50-plus-year-old Flora-Bama 
Lounge that straddles Perdido Key and 
Orange Beach, Alabama, has taken 
this very theme and parlayed it into 
national acclaim. Some would say 
outright fame. 


Let’s recap what’s already been written 
(over and over and over...) about this 
place. It’s known for its annual mullet 
toss competition as well as the “bra 
line” strung across the bar ceiling 
with ladies’ abandoned lingerie. The 
walls are adorned with patrons’ hand- 
scribbled graffiti—some of it slightly 
obscene—old car tags, random signs 
and lots of American flags. 


A longtime music venue, there have 
been some big-name acts here, Kenny 
Chesney probably being the best 
known. He wrote a love song to the 
place that he also performed and shot 
a video for at Flora-Bama. 


But here are a few things you might not 
know. For one, they have FREE bingo, 
complete with prizes, every weekday 
afternoon from 1 to 4 p.m.—it draws 
a huge crowd of all ages. There’s also 
a dedicated game room with billiards 
and foosball, an oyster bar with bar 
food including “frickles” (fried pickles), 
and a huge gift shop that sells shirts, 
coozies, hats and so on. 


Happy hour runs until 6 p.m. every 
weekday, saving you a buck off 
drinks including beer. But, as with 
Pensacola Beach hotspots, the Flora- 
Bama is probably best known for the 
Bushwacker, an ice cream and rum 
laden adult dessert-in-a-glass hinting 
of Kahlua. It’s super yum and worth 
every calorie, of which we’re sure there 
are at least a bazillion. This may explain 
why the beer selection in the main bar 
is so limited, with the best being Fat 
Tire But there’s also Rolling Rock, Bud 
Light and Blue Moon if one of those 
better suits you. 


If you're really into the beer scene, head 
across the street to the less touristy, 
super-chill Ole River Bar. You'll still 


be on Flora-Bama property, since they 
took over the space about a year ago. 
And what a space it is—a good-sized, 
balmy, double-decker bar right on the 
water with an assortment of small 
watercraft sputtering by in full view 
(FYI, rentals are also a part of the Flora- 
Bama empire). Not only will you find an 
enhanced draft beer selection here, but 
a happy hour that’ll blow your socks 
off: Brews are half price weekdays from 
2to5 p.m. 


They offer familiar brewers but mix 
up the selection so it’s not the same- 
old, same-old you'll find at every other 
beach bar, such as Abita’s Strawberry 
Lager and Sam Adams’ White Nitro. 
They also have one of Pensacola Bay 
Brewery’s best, Riptide, and Grayton 
Beer’s now classic, 30A Beach Blonde. 


But since you've officially crossed over 
the state line by crossing the street, 
you may as well go with a pale ale from 
an Alabama brewer, Good People. A 
little fruity and a touch sweet, with 
just enough hops and malt, it’s easy 
to drink on a hot summer day yet has 
enough real flavor to it to make your 
taste buds sit up and take notice. 
Love it. 


All told, we counted about 16 craft tap 
handles plus more macro-brews on the 
food menu such as Miller, Mich and so 
on. We ended up drinking Genessee 
Cream Ale, a weird choice since 
we're always trashing “sweet” beers. 
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Here’s what’s even weirder. We found 
it really wasn’t that sweet despite the 
implications of its name. Weirdest of all, 
we liked this beer a lot. It lived up to 
its name by being so freaking smooth 
and full-bodied, with carbonation so 
finely tuned it seemed to melt in our 
mouth. True, it had some slightly sweet 
notes, but overall it was well balanced 
and somehow managed to taste clean 
despite its depth. 


And we liked the Ole River Bar. We 
would have stayed and happily drank 
ourselves into requiring a condo room, 
but this was a day trip and it was 
time to hit the road. Before we did, we 
popped in the liquor store next door 
that is also owned by the Flora-Bama 
folks. 


They obviously know their beer. Besides 
a refrigerated beer cave filled with 
ready-to-go beach-friendly cans, there 
was row after row of craft beer, some 
hard-to-finds like Fat Head’s, Darwin 
Pirate Pils, Maui’s Bikini Blonde 
Lager and Bell Cow Milk Chocolate 
Porter. 


While there, we were told about the 
“flip-flop fine dining” over at the 
neighboring Yacht Club where they 
serve Gulf seafood and Angus cut beef. 
It’s also part of the Flora-Bama, making 
these folks are the redneck equivalent 
of Disney. 


We had a great time—totally worth the 
trip. We hope to break out our best flip- 
flops and head back for some of that 
Angus beef real soon.
